As the Iatter dled away the automobile,
equipped with the gas motor, rose to its oppor-
tunity snd presently compelied public attemtion

1908 only 11,000 automoblles were produced
iz this country. Last year 583,818 cars and
trucks were manufactured in the United States,

While the Industry s rated to have begun in
1806, its real forward movement is embraced
within ten years, and the actual boom began
with the standardisation of machine parts in
1910, The magnitude of the business now taxes
the resources of 706 factories, 27,700 sale shops,
supply stores and repair shops; consumes 000,
000,000 gallona of oil and 12,000,000 rubber
tires annually. Not only is the United States
the largest producer of automoblles; It Is the
largest consumer, having a total of 2,400,000
cnrs In use, or 77 per cent of the world's total.
Of this number 59,140 are registered in Ne-
braska,

quality of cars, salesmanahip and advertising,
an invincible triple alllance, as results show,

That the rights of nsutrals to travel and to |
traffic betweon themselves and with belliger-
enls Is not to be abridged, becauss of the Intro-
ductlon of the submersible warship, s made
clear by the speech of Senator Lodge In the
senats, dealing with the tople. The effort to re-
write Internationsl law ta govern the polnt has
been abandoned, and it will be Insisted that the
law governing the sea for two centures be still
observed. To submit to the German proposals
at this time would not only be abandoning recog-
nized righta, but would also be unneutral, as
granting to one belligerent something that is
denled another. ’

1If this were done it
rooma to me It would materially reduce the time gcon-
sumed In getting a Jury and in no way deprive any one
of any righta,

When It comens to the testimony of the witnesson,
the outsider cannot but seo thnt the accepted rules
of evidence keep out much that the Jury ought to
knew.

Theroupon we
announcod to the court that we were veady to try
the woman's case, she being present, and as 1t after-
wards turned out the only witness on her side, but her
attorney whe, a few moments before, was clamoring
to try that very ease, now was just as outspoken that
he was not ready to try it and would not try It. No
other ouse was set for hearing at that time, bot under
the circumatances, the judge deciared he was healp-
lesn to require them to prooceed, and all the witnesses
who had been assembled from Omaha and Counell
Bluffs had to be sent back.
